CIRCLED he blue waves of the sea, England’s prowess 
seta and ee at home must rest chiefly on her navy. The 
records of history from the earliest periods evidence this fact; 
for whilst England had no power upon the ocean, her coasts were 
aly the prey of barbarous marauders, and even the in- 
map of the island was laid prostrate at their mercy. It was 
only when, commerce became extended, and the mercantile 
marine grew into strength, that “ shippes royale ” floated on the 
ocean and bade defiance to the world. Itis true that in the con- 
struction of these “shippes royale” no very great attention was 
aid to the rules of naval architecture, and they were sadly de- 
ficient in their mode of navigation and seamanship; but still, with 
a far inferior |force, they defeated the vaunted Spanish Armada 
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be seen that nothing can be more truly important than that the 
building of those proud structures, whose 

March is o’er the mountain wave, 
as perfect as human skill and human ingenuity can 


, and therefore no prudent expense ought to be spared 
Sir William Symonds, the present 
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that had been destined to pour destruction on our land. Sub- 
sequent years have gradually added to the improvement and 
stability of our navy, which has gone fon increasing as to the 
number of ships, and are better managed with regard to their 
efficiency. 

We must not, however, take too great credit to ourselves as 
architects. Our early ships of the line were much contracted, 
and the top sides curving inwards did not give that spread to the 
shrouds which is necessary for properly sustaining and securing 
the masts. The men were frequently exposed to a deleterious 
atmosphere below, that caused sickness; there was but little ven- 
tilation; and the people were so crowded together, that, in hot 
climates, death enjoyed an unbounded festive triumph. The French 
and the Spaniards had far finer models, and many of the sefalling

surveyor of the navy, started upon principles that had been 
hitherto unrecognised : he gave greater space to his ships, and 
thereby afforded enlarged commodiousness and comfort to the 
officers and crew, as well as more e!bow-room to fight the guns ; 
he also, by widening the breadth of beam, gave his ships a stiff- 
ness under canvass that was never before accomplished; and

into our hands through the bold achievements of our hardy tars 
were made use of to mould some of our finest vessels of that time. 
The successive surveyors of the navy very naturally exerted 
themselves each to excel his predecessor, and a long interval of 
peace afforded undisturbed: opportunity for practical trials and 
experiments. Besides the talents exercised by the surveyor of 
the navy, a school of naval architecture was formed, through 
which means many clever young men were educated in particular 
principles of the art, who have since obtained respectable and 
responsible situations in the royal dockyards. The merchant 
builders having evinced considerable judgment were also per- 
mitted to exercise their abilities in putting a vessel together, and 
every degree of fairness has been displayed. 

Essential as her royal navy is to England, it must necessarily 
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roll rather heavily when running before the wind in a sea-way, 
yet they sail remarkably well, and are certainly the finest ships 
in the world. 

The success of the surveyor produced a rancorous jealousy 
amongst builders generally. A spirit of rivalry arose, and this 
latter was certainly commendable; but it was followed up by 
attacks from the public press that came under the cognisance of 
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the Board of Admiralty, and their lordships, desirous of acting 
with becoming rectitude and fairness, sanctioned the building of a 
number of 12-gun brigs by different builders, in accordance with 
their own plans, and these when ready sailed upon an experi- 
mental cruise. They were the Flying Fish, by the surveyor; 
the Daring, by Mr. White, yacht builder of Cowes; the Espiegle, 
by a committee chosen from the School of Naval Architecture ; 
the Mutine, by Mr. Fincham, master shipwright of Chatham 
Dockyard; and Osprey, built by Mr. Blake, master shipwright of 
Portsmouth Dockyard. The new vessels were all of them of 
a very superior class as vessels of war, and good sea boats. 
Different opinions arose‘as to the results of these trials; one party 
claimed a preference for the Daring, and the generality of sea- 
men awarding the palm to the Flying Fish, whilst the supporters 
of the school committee claimed precedence for their friends. The 
fact we believe to be, that, taking all things under consideration, the 
Flying Fish is the best vessel; she draws nearly four feet less 
water than the Daring; and whilst the former has scarcely any 
ballast, the latter has a very heavy dead weight that has strained 
every part of her hull, and she has been leaky — though stript of 
her copper and examined — ever since the trial cruise. 

About the same time there was a squadron of line-of-battle ships 
that pat to sea: — The St. Vincent, 120 guns, built by Sir Wil- 
liam Rule and Sir Henry Peake in 1815; the Caledonia, 120, 
built in 1830 by Sir William Rule; the Queen, 110, built by Sir 
William Symonds in 1839; and the Albion, 90, also by Sir 
William, built in 1842. The result of the trials was in favour of 
the Albion and St. Vincent; the Queen, being sadly out of trim, 
did not sail so well as she did when under Sir Edward Owen in 
the Mediterranean. Some time after the return of the squadron, 
the Queen had her magazine removed from a position in which it 
ought never to have been placed, and underwent some other alter- 
ations. An experimental squadron was again ordered to be got 
ready in the’ summer months of the present year, to consist of the 
St. Vincent, 120; Trafalgar, 120, built by Sir W. Rule in 1831 ; 
the Queen, 110; the Rodney, 92, built in 1833 by Sir R. Sep- 
pings; the Albion, 90; the Canopus, 84, formerly the French 
Franklin, captured in 1798, built in 1796 at Toulon; the Van- 
guard, 80, built in 1835 by Sir William Symonds; and the 
Superb, 80, by the same hands in 1842. These vessels sailed 
under the orders of Rear-admiral Sir William Parker, who was 
afflicted with indisposition during the cruise, and therefore was 
unable to attend to the evolutions, His duties were, however, very 
efficiently performed by his captain, and the following report was 
made ;—

After remaining a few days in port, the squadron again put to 
sea under Rear-admiral Sir Samuel Pym, who on his return re- 
ported the Queen and the Albion to be the finest and best ships 
of the squadron, The Superb and the Vanguard have been re- 
coppered, and the other ships sailed again on Tuesday. 

So much for the technical history of these experiments, but we 
must also contemplate the matter in another light. For several 
years the navy has been much neglected, and the seamen accus- 
tomed to the royal service, became scattered abroad over the 
world. An absurd practice has been the means of driving many 
away to the merchant's employ, as well as to foreign countries, 
After fourteen years’ servitude from a particular age, a sailor in 
the navy becomes entitled toa pension; but if he continues on board 
a ship of war he cannot receive one halfpenny of that pension, 
though his time, if increased to twenty-one years, will afford him 
an addition to the pension for fourteen years, Seamen look more 
to the existing moment than the future, and consequently prefer 
quitting the navy with the fourteen years’ pension and going into 
a merchantman, where they can enjoy good pay as well. The ex- 
perimental cruisers, however, have brought together a fine body 
of men, at a period when appearances are not of the most tranquil 
nature ; and it is certainly something to have about six thousand 
fine fellows, in some of the finest ships in the world, at sea ready 
for anything that may occur. It is a demonstration that is calcu- 
lated to give a useful lesson, and its advantages to England are 
very great. No man can wish for war, but it is as well to show 
that we are prepared for it. :

THE STOCK EXCHANGE. 


The Stock Exchange occupies at this moment so prominent a 
situation in all public intelligence, and its original and legitimate 
business is so much obscured by the avalanche of railway business 
which has burst.upon its astonished’ dealers, that, at the desire of 
numerous subscribers, we have prepared the following very accurate 
and exclusive account of the institution and the higher class dealings 
of its members, 3 

OF all the markets of London, not even excepting those of Leaden. 
hall and Billingsgate, by very far the most important is the Money 
Market; one, therefore, which it may be supposed never lacks cus- 
tomers, were it not that bargains in it must be paid forin kind. It 
is a sort of Smithfield, with this difference, that whereas this last is 
the mart for live stock, the money one is for stock in the funds, In- 
stead of cattle being sold in it, A is frequented by biped “ Bulls” 
and “ Bears,” who there drive bargains with cach other — a strange 
mystery, which may, perhaps, hereafter give rise to sundry profound 
speculations, and to the idea of such denominations having had some 
mystic astronomical meaning connected with the sign Zaurus and 
Ursa Major, 

It might be expected that the business of this market would be 
transacted within some gorgeous fabric, announcing itself to all from 
afar: but no; on the principle, perhaps, of good wine needing no 
bush, the Stock Exchange hangs out no sign. So far is it from 
seeking to entice custom by showiness of appearance, like the plate 
glass fronts of some of our modern shops, that it affects an unusual 
degree of plainness, and instead of standing forth to public gaze, it 
modestly and coyjshly retires to the rear of the neighbouring build- 
ings, where it stands at the extremity of a cul de-sac, called Capel 
Court; the entrance of which is through the front of the New 
Alliance Office in Bartholomew Lane. ‘This Exchange is therefore 
SpE neighbour to the Bank, and nearly next door one to the 
oyal Exchange, $

About the beginning of the last century, when stock-jobbing was 
in its infancy, transactions in it used to be carried on at a noted 
coffee-house in "Change Alley, known by the name of “ Jonathan's.” 
Garraway’s used also to be frequented as a place of resort and ren- 
dezvous by stock-jobbing adventurers. At length the brokers de- 
termined to erect a subscription room of their own, which was built 
in 1773, and named the Stock Exchange. That, however, being 
found insufficient for the purpose, another building was begun on 
the present site, and as the inscription deposited under the foundation 
stone says more to the purpose than inscriptions of the kind generally 
do, we shall here copy, it: — 

On the 18th of May, in the year 1801, and the forty-first of the reign of 
George III., the first stone of this building, erected by private subscription, for 
the transaction of business in the public funds, was laid in the presence of the 
proprietors, and under the direction of William Hammond, William Stur, 

‘homas Roberts, Griffiths Jones, William Gray, Isaac Hensley, Robert Sutton, 
J. Bruckshaw, J. Capel, and J. Barnes, managers; James Peacock, architect. 
At this era, being the tirst year ofthe union between Great Britain and Ireland, the 

ublic funded debt had accumulated, in five successive reigns, to 552,730,924/. 

‘he inviolate faith of the British nation, and the principles of the constitution, 
sanction and secure the property embarked in this undertaking. May the bless- 
ings of that constitution be secured to the remotest posterity. 

In regard to the building, this inscription completely settles one 
point, which is not unfrequently left doubtful, since it furnishes us 
with the architect’s name ; a name, by-the-by, that strikes somewhat 
as a misnomer, or contradiction, with reference to the fabric itself, 
there being in the last as little of “ peacock” quality about it as can 
well be imagined. One would rather fancy it to have been designed 
by one of the “ lame ducks” about ‘Change. lt appears, moreover, 
to have undergone considerable alteration since it was first erected, 
at least in the inside. Tonic columns have there taken place of the 
piers and arches in earlier views of the interior, It must still, how- 
ever, be content with the very equivocal sort of praise, which has been 
bestowed upon it—that of being ‘‘ very neat,” which, when applied 
to a building, or a design, is usually a civil expression equivalent to 
“ passably dowdyish.” At all events, description or further com- 
ment would be here superfluous, , à 

Little as it possesses of architectural dignity or taste, this room is 
the great money-market of the country — the scene where are tran- 
sacted bargains amounting to millions. ‘The rise and fall of stocks 
are watched with the most intense anxiety, every one endeavouring 
to profit by the fluctuations in the market, and make his speculations 
accordingly. In causing such fluctuations, politics, both foreign and 
domestic, have no small share; aud the Stock Exchange may be re- 
garded as a sort of political thermometer of the country. Wars and 
rumours of wars, successes and reverses, changes in the policy of 
other governments — all, more or less, affect the money-market and 
the price of stocks. Hence the great interest attached to political 
news, and to obtaining the earliest communication of it; hence, too, 
the not unfrequent fabrication of what is called “a piece of stock- 
jobbing news,” expressly intended to produce either a rise or fall in 
the stocks, of which advantage may be taken by those who contrive 
ite S:ock-jobbing is, in fact, more or less a species of gambling; at 
least is mane such by many, and is pushed to a very great extent. 
Therefore, as may be supposed, those who play at such a game for 
heavy stakes, must sometimes be losers to a very great amount. De- 
faulters of this kind, who have made bargains which they cannot 
fulfil when the time for settling them arrives, are technically said to 
te “lame ducks,” and “waddle out of the a'ley” in piteous plight; 
for the frequenters of the Stock Exchange have a sort of wit, and 
also of figurative language, peculiar to themselves. We have already 
borrowed two terms trom their vocabulary, which sound very fanciful 
to those who are unacquainted with their metaphorical meaning, 
viz. * Bulls” and “ Bears ;” but they evince some degree of hu- 
morous propriety when it is explained that the former are so deno- 
minated because they raise or toss up prices in the mone -market, 
and the latter because they endeavour to lower them or dear them 
down. 

‘These “ Bulls” and “ Bears” are those concerned in what are 
called time bargains, that is, bargains to deliver stock on a certain day 
at a certain price, let the actual price current be then what it may; 
the “ Bull,” or buyer, believing that it will rise, and being interested 
in its doing so; the “ Bear,” on the contrary, that it will fall. These 
bargains are made for certain days, termed settling days, of which 
there are eight in the course of the year, fixed by the committee of 
the Stock Exchange. ‘The settlement, however, does not usually 
consist of any actual payment of stock, but merely of the payment 
of the difference, by the losing party, who, if he does not make good 
his engagement, becomes, whether Bull or Bear, a lame duck ; he 
waddles away, and his name is ignominiously posted for a certain 
time in the Exchange. As payment of such time bargains cannot 
be legally enforced, but depend entirely on the point of honour, 
there is no other check against the evasion of such agreements than 
the fear of disgrace, of the loss of credit, and of exclusion from the 
Stock Exchange. > : 

Of mere stock brokerage the business is comparatively simple. 
When a person wants either to buy into or sell out of the funds, that 
is, either to purchase or to sell so much stock, he usually employs a 
broker, whose profession it is to manage such transactions, thereby 
saving to individuals a great deal of trouble, and also of perplexity to 
those who are unacquainted with tke forms to be observed. For 
this the broker receives one-eighth per cent., or half-a-crown for 
every one hundred pounds, on the sum so transferred. This seems a 
very trifling remuneration for the service: performed, and, in small 
transactions, a very inadequate one: but in larger ones, when tens of 
thousands are thus negociated, the brokerage becomes considerable, 
although the transaction itself occupies no more time than the 
smallest one. Upon certain denominations of stock, however, the 
brokerage is very!much higher. On bank stock, for instance, it is 9s. 
for every transfer under 25/., and 12s. if above that amount; for 
that of South Sea stock it is 10s. if under 100/., and 12s. if above it; 
and for India stock of any amount it is 32s. A single transaction of 
the kind may therefore produce a very handsome remuneration to 
the broker ; nor are they of rare occurrence, since there are many 
persons who are continually “ dabbling in the funds,” buying in and 
selling out alternately, from time to time, according as the prices of 
stock may be in their favour, For such persons the “ Money 
Market and City Intelligence” is by far the most important and in- 


| teresting part of a newspaper; leaving the court newsman’s chronicle 


and fashionable tittle-tattle to others, together with fuur pas in high 
life, and accidents and casualties in low life, their anxious inquiries 
are directed to the state of the funds as reported in daily bulletins. 
‘They know to a fraction the exact value of every species of stock or 
of shares. ‘hey fe:l the pulse of consols day by day; they will tell 
you if unfunded securities are getting better or worse, and how 
many farthings per day is the rate of Exchequer bills —whether it is 
1qd. or 14d. ‘hey are learned in “ Active Fives,” or “ Passive,” or 
“ Deferred,” “* Old South Sea,” and “ New South Sea,” “ Portu- 
guese,” “ Mexican,” ‘* Colombian,” ‘ Spanish,” and other bonds— 
as if every country inthe world was in a state of bondage and clank- 
ing its fetters—are to them familiar household words, although an 
unintelligible dialect to those who are not initiated into the free- 
mascnry of the money market. 

Our readers will hardly expect from us anything like a formal sta- 
tistical account of the system of the public funds, or of the arcana 
and mysteries of stock-jobbing. However dense may be the dark- 
ness that enshrouds all the rest, one point is as clear as the sun at 
noon-day, namely, that it is a game of speculation, at which all can- 
not win, albeit some individuals may be particularly distinguished 
for their “ winning ways; but, of course, it is all sheer good luck. 
As the author of this notice has not the entrée to the Stock Exchange, 
nor any dealings whatever there, so neither does he venture to specu- 
late on the proceedings there, or on the characteristics of those who 
frequent it. From all he has heard, he would guess that they are 
not of the Chesterfield school, nor very nice observers of those grace- 
ful courtesies and charming pelits soins

FOREIGN INTELLIGENCE. 


France. — At a council held on Monday at St. Cloud, the King decided that 
a monument shall be erected at Djema-Ghazaouat to the memory of the brave 
officers and men who fell in the conflict with the Arabs near that place. The 
names of the victims are to be inscribed on the monument. 

BERLIN, Oct. 9.—Letters from St. Petersburgh announce that an ordonnence is 
shortly expected by which the slight boundary-line which still separates Poland 
from Russia will be abolished, and that kingdom completely incorporated with 
the Russian empire. On the Ist of January, 1846, the line of custom-houses will 
be broken up, and all the productions of Poland beimported duty free into Russia, 
and vice versa. This measure will also be advantageous to the manufactures of 
both countries. Poor Poland, which has suffered severely in its manulactures by 
the revolution of 1830, may consider this infringement of the independence gua- 
ranteed to it by the Congress of Vienna, rather as a benefit than the contrary, 
It is added that the Emperor intends that the great iron railway between Peters- 
burgh and Moscow shall not only have a branch to Warsaw, but also be extended 
to Odessa, so that the produce and manufactures of Poland may have a communis 
cation with the Caspian and the Black Sea. 

THE LATE ITALIAN INSURRECTION. — TOULON, OCT. 12,.—The Eurotas re- 
ceived on board at Leghorn 99 political refugees, part of those who were engaged 
in the late insurrrction in the Homan states. They are for the most part young 
men, and of various grades and professions, from the agricultural labourer to the 
artist. They attribute the failure of their plan to the defection of their chiefs, 
who remained at Florence when they ought to have taken the field. 1 believe 
the greater number of these refugees purpose (will you believe it?) to join the 
foreign legion in Algeria as volunteers. They who so recently rose in arms 
against an invader (for to shake off the Austrian yoke, as they term it, was the 
first object they had in view)—they, the Liberals of Italy, propose sacrificing 
their lives in a war sucn as that now waging in Algeria—to risk their lives in 
crushing an heroic people engaged ina death struggle for the recovery of their 
hearths and homes! xcept in France, I know not where the Italian Liberals 
are in future to look for sympathy, and I think they ought to know by this time 
something about French sympathy. — The Times. 

ALGERIa.—A letter from Algiers, October 10., says — “ The intelligence from 
Oran is better. The insurrection appears confined for the moment wi:hin a 
pretty narrow circle, that is, between the boundaries marked out by the sea, the 
Tafna, the frontier of Morocco, and the line running parallel with the sea from 
Tlemcen to Lalla Maghrnia. At present confidence has returned; Abd-el- 
Kader, after having acted boldly and cleverly, stopped short and hesitated, whe- 
ther owing to himself or to the troops whom be commands, time has been gained 
for us, and now the evil will not augment.” 

Paris. —RUMOURED RESIGNATION OF MARSHAL SoULT.—It would appear that 
Marshal Soult insists upon retiring from the cabinet. At a council held on 
Saturday, his colleagues in vain urged him to continue at least president of the 
council, and to leave the fatiguing war department to any person he might please 
to select. The marshal replied that jhe considered that he had amply acquitted 
himself of his duty to his country, and that he had, at length, a right to take 
some rest, and attend to his declining health. Although he has expressed his 
determination repeatedly, and with great firmness, the “ Presse" still thinks 
that the cabinet do not entirely despair of overcoming his resolution. Marshal 
Soult’s love of place and power is so well known, that his anxiety to resign his 
present station will, in all probability, be ascribed to the disgust which he feels 
at the woful aspect of affairs in Algeria, and especially at the indulgence which 
ents Eeutee wishes to be extended to the arrogant conduct of Marshal 

ugeaud. ( 

SWITZERLAND. — BERNE, OCT, 17,— The seven Jesults appointed to the charge 
of the educational course in the seminary of Lucerne have arrived in that town. 
They have already published a programme of their plan of study, and the theo.

Many lives are said to have been lost on both 
sides.

IMPORTANT FROM NEW ZEALAND, 

Liverpoot, Tuespay Mornina.— By the arrival yesterday of the Tryphane, 
from New Zealand, we have advices to the 17th of May, the contents of which 
are of some importance, as showing the unsettled and dangerous state of things 
in the colony. Our last advices were to the 3d of May, and stated, generally, the 
fact of an outbreak of the natives, and the capture of Pomare by her Majesty's 
forces. The more recent accounts give details of the further operations, directed 
principally against a stronghold in the possession of a rebel chief, John Heki, 
which, however, do not seem to have been successful, although serious loss of 
life is said to have been the result to Heki’s followers, amounting, by one ac- 
count, to 200 men killed. On our side the loss is stated at 11 killed and 37 
wounded. The position of the natives was a very strong one, and very obsti- 
nately defended. The British force, consisting of troops of the 58th and 96th 
regiments, with seamen and marines from the Staines Castle, Velocity, and 
Aurora, ultimately retired in gcod order from the scene of contest. It is doubt- 
ful from the accounts, whether the affair will not rather encourage than depress 
the rebellious followers of Heki, who is still at large, and expected to be very 
troublesome. 

Several of the reports are very contradictory. One of them states that, during 
the absence of the troops, the boats of the Hazard and North Star burnt five 
villages, and destroyed ten cocoa canoes belonging to John Heki, and sent off 
four European boats which had been stolen, and, with the canoes, were hauled 
up amongst the bushes. After the action, the whole of the parties engaged, with 
the wounded, were embarked, and returned to Auckland. 

The following are the names of the killed and wounded of the 96th and 58th 
regiments :—

mers, Stephens, Wardrem, and Yeates. 

Wounded — Sergeants Justin, Podle, and Speight; Corporal Davies ; Privates 
Edwards. Handeech, Hedger, Pagate, Lundy, Lord, M'Keshean, Nonningtcn, 
Smyth, Ge-rge Smyth, Vincent, and Wattingby. ’ 

Statements have been published in the New Zealand journals to the effect that 
the late war at the Buy of Islands had been occasioned by a Knropean, whose 
name is not given. This person, whoever he may be, is said to have gold the 
chiefs that the British flag was the emblem of slavery ard robbery ; that, if they 
did not resist in time, they would be served as the natives of New Holland and 
Van Diemen’s Land had been served — namely, deprived of their lands and re- 
duced to a state of vassalage. It was under the influence of this advice (the 
report goes) that Heki first cut down the British flagstaff, and made the subse- 
quent onslaught at the Bay of Islands.

THE RELATIONS BETWEEN FRANCE AND ENGLAND. 


The following letter of Lord Brougham to a French nobleman appears in the 
“ Observateur Francais ” of Saturday :— 

“ I have just, my dear count, received your kind letter of the 8th current, and, 
though I hope to see you before the middle of October, I will not lcave you withe 
out a reply to the question you ask me—a question which, in my view, is a very 
important one. i 

“ You wish to know whether the entente cordiale is with us a national as well 
as a cordial feeling. You say you think that it is an affair between one sovereign 
and another, rather than between one people and the other; and in support of 

our doubts you quote the much-to-be-regretted expressions which I acknow- 
edge have deen used by several papers among vs, who know nothing, and by 
several persons in Parliament who should have known better, 

“ Do not believe a word of it, my dear count, and do not let a single doubt re. 
main on your mind en the subject. I have no hesitation in assuring you, that 
there is nothing more certain in our policy here than the good feeling ot all par- 
ties towards Frauce, and that nothing would be more unpopular than the slightest 
coolness between the two courts. 

“ The very persons who are supposed, on our side the water, to be least dis- 
posed to the mainte::ance of friendly relations, are the friends of peace ; and they 
would show themselves to if ever (which God forbid!) the slightest appearance 
of misunderstanding should be manifest between the two couris. Even if this 
feeling should only exist, as you suppose, between the two sovereigns themselves, 
that would of itself be most important for the good cause. The great qualities 
of the prince you possess — and who, happily for Europe, governs you — are well 
known; and as regards our Queen, I can assure you that she has known how to 
attract the most profound respect, and has merited the greatest confidence on the 
part of all men of any consequence here whose support is worth anything, from 
the admirable talent she has shown for business, and for that firm and loyal 
character which is so seldom met with in princes, and still more rarely (pardon 
my want of gallantry) in princesses. 

7 If you do not ha in this a new pledge of good feeling, you will be of m 
opinion when you have read the correspondence and journals of Lord S., whic 
you will receive from the ambassador. You will see there how much the per. 
sonal prejudices of the grandfather of our Queen influenced both the exterior as 
well as the interior policy of this country during the whole of his lifetime.

The progress of the works on the Chester and Holyhead is said to have hada 
remarkable effect on the number of applicants for parochial relief in the Comray, 
Bangor, and Beaumaris poor-law unions. 

The works on the Middlesborough and Redcar, a line to connect those places 
with the north and south, have been commenced, and the road is expected to be 
opened in three or four months. s 

Thereis a report that Mr. Lockwood, connected with the Northampton line, 
has made, or is about to make, a proposition to the civic authorities, to vault 
over the river Frome at Bristol, and carry a projected railway, which is meant 
to connect with that city, above its bed, provided such right of property as the 
corporation possess in the river be transferred to him. The same rumovr also 
goes on to say that he has offered, on behalf of the company with which he is 
connected, to give 25,0007. towards the purchase of the docks, and to lend 40,000. 
at two per cent.— Bristol Times. 

A direct line, shortening the existing route by five miles, is projected between 
Darlington and Hartlepool. 

The Manchester and Birmingham Company have purchased the Macclesfield 
and Lichfield live, which has ;been signed, sealed, and delivered over to the 
Manchester and Birmingham Railway on the following terms, viz. the com- 
mittee and landowners are to have 15,000 shares of 202. each, and 55,000 go to the 
proprietors of the Manchester and Birmingham. The London and Birmingham 
waive their claim.—Herapath’s Journal. 

A shareholder in the Regent’s Canal Company has sent round a circular letter, 
having for its object to invite the attention of his brother shareholders to the 
propriety of an amalgamation with the Post Office Railway, preserving the 
water-way of the canal untouched. 

The contract for uniting the Midland station at Sheffield with the Sheffield and 
Manchester, for which a bill was obtained last session, has been let. The work 
will be commenced, and completed in eight months, at a cost of about 12,0007. 

The directors of the London and Brighton Railway Company have made a 
proposition to the postmaster-general to convey mail bags to and from London 
and Brighton by every train, without any additional expense. 

RAILWAYS IN THE City. — Within the last few weeks several new schemes 
for joining together, and giving a aig terminus to the railways which ente# 
London on the north side of the river, have {come before the public. The pro« 
position of the Birmingham Company to buy the Fleet market for a terminus, 
and of the Direct Manchester Company to buy the Fleet Prison, is likewise en- 
gaging attention. The Farringdon Street extension is also proposed by the 
South Eastern line, and an infinite number of other projects for the same pur- 
pose. All this clearly proves that the subject is really becoming an important 
one, and that it will occupy the serious attention of the Government. !That 
three or more distinct lines terminating very nearly together, but without the 
advantage of connecting each other, is in the highest degree improbable, for the 
especial reason that it would be manifestly unfair to deny to other equally im- 
portant lines a similar pEseee, and thus the city would be cut up in every 
direction by railway arches, and the beauty of some of our principal streets de» 
stroyed. These facts are strongly urged by the Regent’s Canal Company, 
which it is intended to have its terminus at the Post Office. It likewise purs 

ses to connect in its course at different points all the railways north of the 
Thames, from the Great Western at Paddington, at the extreme west of the 
metropolis, to the Blackwall Sw leay at Limehouse, at the extreme east of 
London, forming by such means an intersecting link for the future railways 
which may enter London at the side of the river: 

ReGent’s Cana ano RAILWAY. — A meeting of proprietors opposed to cone 
verting the Regent's Canal iuto a railway was held at the York and Albany Hotel, 
Regent's Park, on Tuesday. Mr. Greenhough was called to the chair, but de- 
clined. After some difficulty in procuring another chairman, Mr. Cumberland 
consented to act, and stated that the proposed railway company did not intend to 
grant any compensation, as was usual in such cases. Mr. Stanley stated that he 
was one of the oldest inhabitants in the neighbourhood, but he apprehended that 
if the Government, who had given 25,0002. to the canal, and were the principal 
parties interested, did not oppose the line, the opposition of the inhabitants would 
be ineffectual. The interests of the few must give way to those of the many ; and 
he thought that the inhabitants should consult with the Government, and if they 

did so he much doubted whether they would not be benefited by having a railway 
—atall events there would be a better chance of compensation. Mr. Daniel, 
churchwarden of Marylebone, asked if the gentlemen who had called the meeting 
had any information to lay before it as to the intention of the company about 
compensation. Mr. Denton said they had no such information. After consider- 
able discussion, a resolution was moved, pledging the meeting to oppose the pro- 
ject as injurious to the interests of the inhabitants. Mr. Yates contended that 
no injury would be inflicted by converting the canal into a railway; and if such 
injury were caused, he was sure the company would make compensation ; and 
concluded by moving an amendment, that a committee be appointed to confer 
with the provisional committee of the railway company as to compensation, ‘The 
motion was carried by a large majority, and a committee was appointed to carry 
the resolution into effect: A 

Itis proposed, we understand, to carry the London and Manchester Direct 
from Battle Bridge to Farringdon Street on the atmospheric system, so as to 
obviate the inconvenience of noise and smoke. 

The heading in the Kingston Hill tunnel, on the Brighton, Lewes, and 
Hastings line, has been carried through during the past week. y 

The directors of the Aberdeen Railway have contracted for the rails and 
sleepers of the entire line, and are about to do so for the earth-works. 

Arrangements, it is understood, are in course of completion between the Great 
Eastern and Western, who propose to run a line on the broad gauge from Yar- 
mouth to Swansea, with another powerful company already established, on the 
broad. gauge system, for providing complete railway accommodation to the entire 
south of Wales. A deputation, headed by Mr. Ward, M.P., is now en route for 
Wales, with the view of va mere the advantages of the line to the ironmasters 
and mineral merchants of the district. 

CENTRAL CITY TERMINUS.—We have received a copy of a correspondence be- 
-tween Mr. Pearson, the city solicitor, and Mr. W. H. Ashurst, relative to the 
importauce of a Central City Terminus to the citizens and the wholesale and 
retail traders of London. The suggestions contained in the correspondence, 
which want of space precludes our publishing at present, pie to be judicious, 
and well calculated, in connection with the great trunk lines from the metropolis, 
to improve its local and commercial interests. 

Great WELSH CENTRAL.—On Monday a meeting of this company took place 
at their offices in Clement’s Lane, Mr. Ellis, M.P., in the chair. The principal 
business which came before the meeting was the report of Mr. Galloway, the 
engineer. ‘The chairman, in opening the proceedings, said he had every reason 
to believe that the report would be most satisfactory to the great body of the 
shareholders, as well as to every one interested in the prosperity of Wales, or the 
well-being of the kingdom at large. The report was unanimously adopted. 

RISE AND PROGRESS or RAiLRoaps.—The first railroad was made at New- 
castle on-Tyne in the year 1686, and was used for conveying coals. This rail- 
road was made by laying down large flat stones for the wheels of the waggons to 
pass along—a mere tram. ‘This railroad was in use perhaps half a century, when 
wooden sleepers and wooden rails were introduced. Iron rails were first used at 
the Colebrook Dale works in 1767. About fifteen years afterwards a railroad 
with iron rails was made at Sheffield. The Wandsworth and Croydon Railroad, 
made about 40 years ago, was the first which was sanctioned by Parliament. 
Darlington Railroad, formed in 1821, was the first which adopted the steam en- 
gine; till then horses were used upon all railroads. About this time cast iron 
rails were exchanged for wrought iron, being lighter and Jess liable to break, 
Passengers were first conveyed by railroad transit upon the Liverpool and Man- 

ine in 1826. S : : 

ae ee gente AND RAILWAY JUNCTION. — The object of this com- 

pany (promoted by the Earl of Devon) is to form a thorough communication 
with the railways entering the metropolis from the east and west, and to connect 
them by a railway bridge with the lines approaching the Thames from the north 
and south, One part of this object it is proposed to ¢ ffect by a railway embank- 
ment between Hungerford Market and Blackfriars Bridge, where the river is 
broad and shallow; but it wes left open for consideration, on the formation of 
the company, whether the railway, in passing to the east of Blackfriars Bridge, 
should continue in front of the wharves, or, leaving the river at that point, pro- 
ceed behind the wharves in a line parallel with them between Thames Street 
and Cannon Street, to the Blackwall Railway, at or near the Minories. The 
latter course has at last been determined upon after a careful survey of the two 
lines, with a view to their comparative cost — the wharf line involving expensive 
constructions, and unlimited demands for compensation, and the upper line a 
large original outlay, but a certain return of about two-thirds the amount by the 
sale of ground rents. It is intended, therefore, to form between the Minories 
and Blackfriars Bridge, through a mass of property, some portions of it costly, 
but the greater part of so inferior a character that it is styled the “ back slums’? 
af the city, a new street, nearly as wide and as straight as Oxford Street, with a 
railway viaduct for atmospheric carriages in the middle, constructed with cast 
iron girders supported by columns along the side pavement, resembling those of 
the Quadrant. The new street, which will give a frontage to Doctors’ Commons, 
and open a view of St. Paul’s from the south, will in connection with the em- 
bankment line, if carried out as intended, form one of the main arteries of the 
metropolis. It would appear, as described, to take the most direct as well as the 
most agreeable course from east to west even for foot passengers ; and passengers 
by the railway, we are told, will reach the Bank in five minutes from Charing 
Cross, or the sea at Southend within an hour and a half, The chief city station 
will be immediately at the back of the statue of King William, facing London 
Bridge, but it is intended to have a station for omnibus trafic every five hundred 
yards throughout the whole line, ` ‘

Dragoons, for having stabbed Quarter-master Tarleton. Quarter-master 
Tarleton took his station in the witness box. He is a much taller and more 
powert, man than Lieut. Kirwan, and although he looked rather pale, ex- 

ibited no weakness from the effects of the injury, but stood while iving his 
evidence. He deposed as follows :— I am quartermaster of the 4th Drion, 
stationed at Hounslow. On the evening of the 28th of September, about ten, 
some of the officers were showing feats of strength in the anteroom of the mess- 
room. Amongst others Lieut. Kirwan with Lieut. Greville of the 2d Life 
Guards, were wrestling, and Lieut. Kirwan was thrown twice, when Captain 
Fane puta stop to it. Lieut. Kirwan immediately addressed Captain Fane, and 
asked him why he interfered when he was not the senior officer of the regiment 

resent. Captain Fane almost immediately left the room, and directly after 

ieut. Kirwan also left the room. I was standing with my back to the fire, when 
Major Parlby came to the door of the anteroom and called me out. When I 
went to him in the passage he told me that Lieut. Kirwan wanted to go into 
Captain Fane’s room. 1 went to the front of the barracks and there saw Lieut. 
Kirwan with two other officers. I saw that Lieut. Kirwan was exceedingly ex- 
cited, and endeavoured to soothe him. After some little time Lieut. Kirwan 
said he was ordered to the guard room, and would go there. I tried to dissuade 
him. He then ascended the stairs to go to his room to put his cap on, and I ac- 
companied him, When he went into the room I shut the door, and when Lieut. 
Kirwan had procured his cap, he wanted to go out of the room, and I prevented 
him by shutting the door, and standing with my back toit. Lieut. Kirwan then 
seized a sword which was hanging near to where he had taken the cap from, and 
after flourishing it about and threatening he would cut me down if I did not 
allow him to oass, he made a pass at me, which went under myleftarm. Another 
sword was hanging close within my reach on the door in a scabbard. He said 
“ There is another sword, defend yourself.” J] reached out towards it, and got 
hold of the scabbard, when I thought be wanted to pass between me and the 
door, and I threw myself back against the door, and then felt the blow which 
inflicted the wound. I immediately said, “ You have stabbed me,” and went 
towards the fire, and by the light of it saw blood upon my shirt. There was 
only a fire in the room. ` I then left the room, and meeting some persons told 
them to fetch the doctor, and then went to my ownroom. The doctor came 
almost immediately, Lieut. Warde was then called, and deposed — I heard a 
noise on the occasion, and“ went upstairs and burst the door open, and then 
found Lieut. Kirwan and Quartermaster Tarleton inside. Tarleton, on seeing 
me, exclaimed, “ By G—, Warde, Kirwan has stabbed me ;” and Lieut. Kirwan 
immediately said, “ Good God, I had no jntention of doing so!” I instantly 
left the room ror the purpose of fetching Mr. Mure, the assistant surgeon. The 
chairman said, although they did not consider it necessary to send Lieut. Kir- 
wan to trial, or bind over Quartermaster Tarleton to prosecute, they felt it to be 
their duty to hold Lieut. Kirwan in recognisances to appear at the Central 
Criminal Court, to answer any indictment against him. The bail would be 
Lieut. Kirwan in 500/., and two sureties in 250/. each. Mr. Clarkson imme- 
diately tendered Charles Lionel Maitland Kirwan, of Dalgin Park, Mayo, 
Ireland, brother to the accused, and R. Raven, Esq., of King's Bench Walk, 
Temple, both of whom entered into the required recognisances. Lieut. Kirwan 


then rose from the bar and retired from the court, accompanied by his brother 
officers and friends, 


RAILWAY ACCIDENT. 


A very serious accident occurred on the Midland Railway, near the Barnsle 
station, about 20 miles from Leeds, on Monday morning last, and one which ts 
the more lamentable because of the gross negligence and carelessness on the part 
of one of the servants of the Midland company being the cause of the sad event, 
by which several persons have suffered considerable personal injury, and some 
one or two of whom now lie in so precarious a condition that their lives are 
anything but out of danger. It seems that the mail train from London to Leeds 
was on its way to the latter town, and when near to the Barnsley station, be- 
tween four and five o’clock on Monday morning, the engine by which the train 
was drawn became almost powerless, owing to the accidental breakage of the 
piston, or some other part of the machinery, and it became necessary to have the 
assistance of another engine, as the train was unable to travel at more than about 
nine miles an hour. In consequence of this, a messenger was sent back to the 
Masborough station for an additional engine to carry the train on to Leeds. In 
the mean time the train was ‘proceeding at a slow rate, with the usual crimson 
lights fixed behind the last carriage, and when passing between the Wath and 
Darfield stations the assistant engine from Masborough came up ata rapid pace, 
and ran with great force into the train. The concussion was tremendous, and 
was attended with fearful consequences. The last carriage, which was a second- 
class one, was forced up from the rails, and the buffers were driven completely 
through the first compartment of the next carriage, which was one of the first 
class. In this compartment were Mr. Fuller Boteler, one of the commissioners 
of the Leeds Bankruptcy Court, and Inspector Child and Sergeant Stubbs, of 
the Leeds Detective Police Force, two of whom sustained injuries, the issue of 
which it is impossible to anticipate. Mr. Boteler, who is a gentleman of between 
60 and 70 years of age, had one of his thighs fractured, and his other leg severely 
bruised. Mr. Stubbs sustained a compound fracture of his left leg and other 
serious injuries. Mr. Child was a good deal shaken by the force of the collision, 
but not otherwise hurt. All the other passengers in the train were more or less 
bruised by the violence of the concussion ; but we are happy to say they are all 
likely to speedily recover from their injuries. Amongst the passengers were 
Sir J. H. Lowther, Bart., one of the representatives in Parliament for the city of 
York. The injuries he received were, very fortunately, ofa slight character. 

In a short time after the occurrence of this melancholy event the train pro- 
ceeded to Leeds ; but before it reached there, Mr. Boteler was taken to his re. 
sidence at Oulton, about seven miles from Leeds, and medical and surgical aid 
was immediately rendered him. Mr. Stubbs was taken to the Leeds General 
Infirmary, where he received the ablest professional assistance which that valn- 
able institution could afford. How the driver of the assistant engine neglected 
to slacken the eer of his engine before he came up to the train, we are at a loss 
to conjecture. Whether or not the injuries inflicted prove fatal, the circum- 
stances of this awful collision demand immedia‘e investigation ; and no doubt 
they will receive it, both at the hands of the Midland Railway Company and the 
Government of the country.

RAILWAY NEWS. 
IsLe oF MAN RAILWAY is progressing very favourably in spite of the opposition 
which has been raised to it. It promises well as an investment, particularly to 
parties connected with the island. or interested in its prosperity. 

LEEDS, FLEETWOOD, AND Liverroor are about to be more intimately con- 
nected than heretofore by a railroad, in the direction of which several highly 
influential names appear. The line will pats through or near to the following 
towns : — Leeds, Kirkstall, Bramley, Horsforth, and Calverley, including Idle 
and Pudsey, woollen manufacturing districts; Eccleshill, Bradford, Shipley, 
woollen and stuff manufactures and minerals; Bingley, cotton and woollens ; 
Keighley, cotton spinningandjworsted mills ; Haworth, worsted, stuffs, and cotton ; 
Colne, cotton manufacturing and worsted goods ; Barrowford, spinning and manu- 
factures of cotton; Barley, Whitley Booths, Worstond, Clitheroe, lime and 
other minerals in abundance, cotton manufactures, and print works; Cheagley, 
Chipping, lime and agriculture ; Bleasdale, agriculture; Garstang and its 
environs, limekilns and cotton manufactures; Natteby, Pilling, and Fleet- 
wood. On this route the population, including villages, will amount to more 
than half a million of souls. As an investment it offers many advantages. 

Operations are to be commenced immediately on the Newcastle and Berwick, 
the four remaining divisions of the line having been let. 

IMPROVEMENTS ARE TO BE MADE IN THE LIVERPOOL STATIONS.—The Lime 
Street station is to be extended to Hotham Street. One tunnel will run direct 
from Edge Hill to the North Docks, and another to the new dock at the Hercu- 
aneum. 

Tue MaccLesfieLD Brancu‘of the Manchester and Birmingham line is to be 
opened at the beginning of this month. 

The Ambergate, Nottingham, and Boston Company have determined to extend 
their line from Grantham to Sleaford, and surveys for that purpose have been 
commenced. 

During the last weck a great part of the tunnel on the Furness line, near 
Dalton, fell in; a circumstance attributable, it is stated, to the heavy rains, and 
the non-consolidation of the work. 

Eastern Counties Raitway,— Mr. Hudson assumes the chairmanship of 
this company, and will, it is understood, devote his attention to the restoration 
of the company’s position, by introducing, amongst other things, modifications 
and improvements into the company’s locomotive and financial departments. It 
is rumoured that the Liverpool interest in the directory will retire, and that the 
result of Mr. Hudson’s accession of services will be an alliance, for certain ob- 
jects at present in embryo, between the northern and eastern railway powers. 
The labours of the committee closed on Saturday, and a special meeting of the 
Eastern Counties shareholders is, we understand, convened for the 30th instant, 
to consider various financial arrangements. 

Care or Goop Hope Raitway. — The first meeting of the provisional com- 
mittee of the Cape of Good Hope Western Railway was held on Friday the 
17th inst., Harrison Watson, Esq., the eminent Cape banker and merchant, in the 
chair. The usual introductory resolutions forming the company, and electing 
the executive committee and officers, were passed unanimously. This railway 
is calculated to be of immense benefit to this flourishing colony; and as it is con- 
fined to the more populous districts in the neighbourhood of Cape Town, the 
enterprise is certain to return ample remunerative profits to the shareholders. 

The Lonpon and Birmincuam are about to increase their locomotive stock to 
an extent commensurate with their increased traffic. For this purpose they pro- 
pose to be supplied at the earliest possible period with twenty passenger and ten 
goods engines, of the greatest power that may be advantageously employed, and 
at not less than 1000 square feet evaporating surface. 

DEAL AND Dover. — This line proposes to complete the chain of coast com- 
munication, and to avoid the engineering difficulties of the Castle Hill at Dover. 
It is to throw a belt of railway communication round the entire coast, reduce the 
distance by about two miles between its proposed termini, and complete the mili- 
tary road by rail between the great naval arsenals. 

SOUTH-EASTERN. — Active operations are in progress on this line for laying 
down the electric telegraph between London and Dover,

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PROGRESS OF ECCLESIASTICAL ARCHITECTURE. — 
THE NEW CHURCH OF ST. ALKMUND'S, DERBY. 


Under the name of Ecclesiology, church architecture has become 
almost a study of itself, and has been prosecuted with an ardour and 
earnestness that have been productive of very visible effects; for 
such has been the improvement which has taken place in the quality of 
modern Gothic for churches (and that style is now employed almost 
universally and exclusively for buildings of that class), that many 
structures which, at the period of their erection twenty years ago or 
less, were considered very superior specimens, now scarcely come up 
to the averag: degree of merit. With the exception of one or two of 
very recent date, the modern Gothic churches in and about the me- 
tropolis fall very far short of mauy that have been erected of la'e 
years in provincial towns and different parts of the country. Far 
greater attention is now paid to decorous propriety of character in- 
ternally; not only side galleries, but pews also, are beginning to be 
exploded, and open seats substituted for them. Instead of the mean- 
ness, too plainly indicative of stinginess, which was almost a charac- 
teristic in our church architecture of the present century, a more 
generous and liberal feeling is now displaying itself. People have 
been led to take an interest in the subject, and to pride themselves 
upon the creditable appearance of the churches reared in their re- 
spective parishes. In fact the improvement has emanated rather 
from the better enlightened taste of the public than from architects 
themselves, since their advance in the study and knowledge of 
Gothic would have been to comparatively little purpose, had their 
employers been either too ignorant or too indifferent to give them- 
selves any concern about the matter farther than stipulating for 
cheapness. If they were not so before, architects ought by this time 
to have become fully aware that it is both to their own interest and 
to that of the art, that the public should understand and have a feel- 
ing for architecture; a truth that was lately urged upon them in very 
impressive terms by Sir Richard Morrison in his admirable inaugu- 
ral lecture at the Royal Institute of Irish Architects. As regards 
Gothic architecture, such maxim has been acted upon, and very suc- 
cessfully too, by those who have had the advancement of Gothic at 
heart. And not only have they shown themselves well qualified for 
the task they assumed, but have been free from those disqualifica- 
tions which are apt to adhere to professional men. They have better 
understood than the latter what kind of information it is that the 
public require, and how to invite to and facilitate the acquisition of 
it, They have tried the experiment of writing popular books upon 
the subject of Gothic architecture ; some of them quite infra dig. and 
insignificant as to size, or, we might say, significantly small; their 
smallness being a proof that they are intended not for the shelves of 
a library, but to serve as primers and manuals of the study. It 
would have been a very long while ere architects themselves would 
have thought of providing books of the kind, for the express pur- 
pose of initiating the many into some elementary knowledge of their 
art. Neither would they ever have applied themselves to the study 
of Gothic as they have done, had they not been urged to it by “ the 
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pressure from without,” and by the necessity of keeping pace with 
the numerous and still increasing amateur students of that style. 
One professional man, indeed, there is, who has done much to in- 
struct both the public and the profession itself; the former by open- 
ing their eyes to the absurdities and monstrosities which had be 
imposed upon them for Gothic; and the latter, by applying his 
birch rod, alias his pen, to some of them, as a chastisement for their 
delinquencies, and a warning not to offend so in future. Perhaps 
we hardly need say that the spirited individual alluded to is Mr. 
Welby Pugin, who, by his writings alone, has earned for himself 
considerable celebrity, though perhaps not much popularity, at least 
not among his professional brethren, many of whom had good cause 
to wince at the sort of tickling which they caught from him. Though 


rudely administered, his castigation was wholesome, and its effica- 
ciousness was no doubt increased by the taunts in which he had in- 
dulged, not only against architects, but against the Protestant Church 
itself, for the neglect shown in its places of worship generally of 
what tends to inspire feelings of devotion and reverence. Both in 
his “ Contrasts” and elsewhere he contrasted the liberality and osten- 
tatious munificence displayed by the Roman Church in England in 
rearing magnificentecclesiastical structures, with the narrow and taste- 
less spirit manifested by Protestant England, especially in later times ; 
not forgetting to reproach us with the positive vulgarity that had for 
the most part been shown whenever anything intended for decoration 
had been attempted—any thing beyond the merely necessary had 
been afforded. Though very far from being in a conciliatory tone, 
rather in a spirit of bitterness and hostility, Mr. Pugin's lecturings 
were not thrown away upon us. They would probably have pro- 
duced less effect, or at any rate have operated more slowly, had he 
not had the opportunity of enforcing his doctrine by his own prac- 
tice. We will not stoo to inquire how much of shrewd calculating 
policy entered into his zealous admiration and advocacy of the 
Roman Catholic Church; it is enough to say that the Catholics 
have patronised in return, and have emploved him very largely in 
erecting churches and other buildings for them in various parts of 
tne country ; and it is but justice to say that he has shown areal in- 
telligence of Gothic, not as regards its mere general forms alone, but 
its spirit and constitution, that had hardly been shown beforeatall in 
any «orks of modern date. While lessons of this kind could not very 
well be overlooked, nor could the public be prevented from making 
comparisons, the activity shown by the Catholics in rearing new 
churches and chapels of unwonted splendour in different of the 
country, stirred up a spirit of emulation in the establishment, in both 
clergy and laity. Gothic was voted the only style appropriate for 
churches. as being alike a national one, that of our forefathers, anda 
markedly ecclesiastical one. The study of it accordingly began to 
be taken up all at once in a very different spirit from that of mere 
antiquarianism and amateurship. At the universities, and among 
the clergy, it has been prosecuted with a degree of ardour that has 
even excited suspicion of an undue leaning towards the ritual and 
practices of the Romish Church. Such was beyond all dispute the 
case with the Cambridge Camden Society, whose proceedings ob- 
tained for them distinction of a rather unenviable kind. Neither 
were there wanting those who showed a disposition to censure the 
universities for pretending to dictate in matters of architecture, 
| Mr. Gwilt attempted to take them to task for so doing, hinting very 
| plainly that they had other concerns and duties to attend to, and that 

they would therefore do well to leave architecture to those who made 
it their profession and sole study—a rather strange opinion, by the by, 

to proceed from the author of the “ Encyclopæaia of Architecture,” 

which, it may be presumed, was intended not exclusively for the use 
of professional students, but to obtain purchasers among the public 
generally. Mr. Gwilt’s objuratory advice has, however, proved a 

mere telum imbelle, since, instead of being at all checked by it, the 
study of Gothic, if not of other architecture, has gone on increasing 
at a great ratio. Archeological societies have contributed their share 
of momentum to the impulse; nor do they make any secret of their 
| doings, but rather court publicity as much as possible by meet- 

ings and assemblings. Nor need architects view with jealous appror 

hensions the spread of architectural study beyond the pale of their 
| own profession; on the contrary, they are interested, whether they 
know it or not, in encouraging the efforts made to popularise it, since 
| in proportion as the public become elevated up to the art, and ren- 
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dered capable of appreciating it, will they be disposed to encourage 
it, not only liberally, but judiciously, Unless the public become 
better enlightened and instructed as to architecture than they 
hitherto have been, the only alternative is, that architecture must ac- 
commodate itself to the low and false taste. But we think we may 
say that the corner has now been turned, and that we are not likely 
to relapse into that state of apathy in regard to architecture and the 
arts immediately connected with it, which prevailed during the earlier 
part of the present century. 

At that time a modern church in the Gothic style, at all equal to 
the one at Derby here represented, would have been considered quite 
an architectural phenomenon; and even some of the churches and

other earlier productions of Barry himself in that style fall below 
the standard of the present day. ‘The new church of St. Alkmund 
stands on the site of the old, which was taken down at the beginning 
of last year, and erected on such a greatly enlarged scale as to out- 
rival the new Roman Catholic church or cathedral of St. Mary, 
erecteda few years ago, by Pugin, on the opposite side of Bridge 
Gate. The entire length of the present St. Alkmund’s is 139 feet 
from east to west, and the spire rises to the height of 205 feet from 
the ground. Internally, the length of the nave is 95 feet, and its 
height 51 to the ridge of the open timber roof; and it is divided from 
the aisles by four arches on each side, s ringing from clustered il- 
lars, whose capitals are composed of Hek and elegant foliage. The 
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corbel brackets, from which the timber arches of the roof spring, and 
the bosses of the roof itself, are also enriched with carving, and con- 
sequently contribute not a little to the general finishing and deco- 
rations. The effect of the whole interior, on entering it from the 
west end, is not a little striking and captivating ; and from that point 
of view the large east window, with its pri tacs ; displays 
itself to particular advantage.

And yet South Australia is confounded with 
all these different colonies by many persons 
who talk about our Australian colonies. 

During the first two or three years, great 
disadvantages were experienced by the set- 
tlers, in consequence of the delays ex- 
perienced by them in obtaining possession of 
their country lands, 

Besides sustaining these disadvantages, they 
have been generally blamed for remaining 
in town, as it has been alleged that they 
ought to have dispersed themselves through- 
out the country, and cultivated the land; and 
so they did, as soon as they had the oppor- 
tunity of selecting their lands. This was in 
May and June, 1838. The disadvantages to 
which the early settlers were subjected on 
this head, are now effectually and for ever re- 
moved. Upwards of 500,000 acres have been 
surveyed beyond those already selected, and 
are now open for purchase. 

At the second quarterly sales of land, on 
the 16th February iast, a very brisk compe- 
tition for some Favourite sections occurred. 
One of these, consisting of eighty acres, was 
known to contain a valuable copper lode, 
distant only about ten miles from Adelaide. 
The bidding was very animated, and reached 
15501. The lode of copper ore on this sec- 
tion is so very valuable, that it is understood 
the fortunate purchasers would have paid 
double the amount, if necessary, to secure it; 
and they will, it is believed, very soon repay themselves for their 
outlay.

CLIMATE, 

On this head the most authentic and decisive evidence has been 
affurded all along, from the fact that meteorological tables have been 
accurately kept and published from the first settlement of the colony. 
From these it appears that the annual mean temperature is most 
delightful, while from the table of mortality it is found that the 
variations ave not unfavourable to health. Also, that for five years 
no month has passed in South Australia without rain having fallen; 
that the average number of days on which rain has fallen has 
been upwards of one hundred during the year; and that the average 
quantity, during these five years, has been <wenty inches; while that 
in London, during 1840 and 1841, was between twenty-two and 
twenty-three inches. 


BANKING ESTABLISH MENTS. 

There are two banks of deposit and issue, viz. the Bank of South 
Australia and a branch of the Bank of Australia. A savings bank 
was established in Adelaide in 1841, which has continued ever since 
in active operation. The total number of depositors was fifty- 
seven, The total amount of deposits undrawn at 4th of March, 1844, 
was 5591.

“THE PANIC.” 

SATURDAY last was a sad day on the London Stock Exchange. 
A shade came o'er the spirit of scrip and shares; premiums 
looked sickly ; and all other sounds were drowned in one loud 
wail of impending discount. The alarm was proclaimed at once 
by the timid to be “ a panic;” whilst the more wily and experi- 
enced fed the appetite of those who sought sources of complaint, 
and made their calculations of profit upon the sudden fall in the 
market, which they hailed with gladness, and did all in their 
power to increase. ‘The “ stags” looked like real “ stricken 
deer ;” letters of allotment were but waste paper; and for the 
day, Capel Court confessed itself in the agonies of speculative 
bankruptcy. The unhappy aspect of stockjobbing affairs was 
quickly reflected in the railway columns of the newspapers—-the 
secret was out that shares were dull—the rush to pay deposits 
was checked — and the bankers’ clerks, who for months past have 
performed prodigies of labour in receiving gold in exchange for 
railroad receipts, had time to pick their teeth and rest their over- 
worked steel pens. The supporters of the * Times” shouted, “ We 
did it;” and the Thunderer itself smiled complacently upon the 
wreck it believed itself to have made. In good sooth, Saturday 
Jast was a notable day in the career of the railway movement. 

And how came this so called “ panic” about ; and how far was 
it real; and how long will it last? For its, real origin we may 
remember the law of reaction which influences all things earthly, 
and which seems periodically to affect the body commercial and 
the body politic, as certainly as it does the animal system itself. 
In this case the reaction was impending when the Bank of Eng- 
Jand issued the notice published in our last week’s paper; a noti- 
fication that the rate of interest would be raised to 3l, per cent. ; 
or, in the graphic English of the money market, that “ the screw 
would be p — a step very generally asserted to be the result 
of ministerial suggestion. The scale thus full required the fea- 
ther to turn the balance, and that feather came in the shape of 
the denunciations of the “ Times.” Down came the market, and, 
for the nonce, shares “ stank i’ the nostril.” 

As regards the reality of this “panic,” it was as real as any 
other accidental circumstance which checks or clouds the current 
of ordinary existence ; but the fact of its presence Proves neither 
its justice nor its durability. Had it been the reaction consequent 
upon speculations raised from baseless and visionary foundations 
— had it been such a blow as destroyed the golden hopes of those 
who risked English sovereigns in search of South American gold 
ines, we might then have had doubt whether fatal consequences 


might not ensue. But the railway movement is no gilded illusion, 
like the silver and diamond projects, born of the New World; or 
the South Sea bubble, which half ruined the Old. On the con- 
trary, it is the energetic offspring of a full purse, and a public 
determination to enjoy the full benefits of rapid and perfect inter- 
nal communication between one part of the kingdom and another : 
it is an earnest and powerful national will to complete, during a 
season of monetary prosperity, a great national work of useful- 
ness. To say that such an effort can be made and supported 
without cost, or that it can be completed without the commission 
of mistakes, or the liability’to error, would be absurd. That follies 
have been indulged, that expenses have been incurred, and false 
steps been taken, cannot be denied; and that many more such 
errors will occur, it would be unwise and unphilosophical to expect. 

But we say that England can afford to pay for such things out 
of the profits which must accrue from the establishment of a com- 
plete system of railways over the length and breadth of the land; 
she can afford to meet with checks and mischances now and then, 
in her onward march towards the goal of wide-spread improve- 
ment; and that she is too wise and too liberal to stop half way, be- 
cause the very magnitude of her operations allows here and there 
some clever scoundrel to clothe his ragged carcass and fill his long 
hungry stomach by tacking upon her skirts some “ little-go,” fated 
to destruction when it comes before the ordeal of parliamentary 
examination. Ifsuch men should thrive, the public must blame 
themselves, There exists no law enforcing the purchase of rotten 
scrip or worthless shares, because the names of my Lord Tom 
Noddy This, or Sir Tittlebat Titmouse That, have been cajoled 
into putting their names into the lists of Provisional Committees, 
The railroad movement will ride superior to all such minor im- 
pediments, It is a genuine manifestation of the spirit of the times 
we live in; and though the Bank (influenced or not by the peculiar 
monetary views of the Premier) should make the 3l. per cent. 4l. 
per cent. ; and though the “ Times” should blow bitterness until 
it cracks its cheeks, The Movement will go on. For the good of 
all, we hope that every one who thinks of buying shares will seek, 
ere he pays, the guarantee we pointed out of one or more good 
and tried names of high commercial value in the directory. For 
the honour of “ the leading journal of Europe,” we trust our con- 
temporary will prefer pointing out the black sheep amongst new 
companies, instead of denouncing innocent and guilty all in the 
mass together: but be both these things as they may, we feel sure 
that, triumphantly over all impediments raised by stock-jobbing 
panic, ignorant public credulity, or ill-directed journalist denun- 
ciation, the present railway movement will progress until every 
corner of the kingdom — and ultimately of the colonies and the 
continent — is linked into profitable and intimate companionship 
by the last great engine of civilisation — the road of iron ! 


THE CURRENCY QUESTION, 


We gave our readers, last week, the first part of an address to Sir 
Robert Peel on this all-important subject. The portion we inserted 
showed in what manner the whole of the United Kingdom had become 
entangled in the gold equivalent system, which bas unhappily been so 
much advocated by the Premier. The writer proceeds, in the follow- 
ing terms, to show the utter impracticability of the “ Complement,” 
or Bank Charter Act of 1844; and we earnestly call attention to the 
conclusion at which he arrives. 


Another word, however, on the unreasonableness and impracticability of the 
scheme on which you are bent, The total annual production of the United 
Kingdom is estimated at 500,000,000/. Such production may be supposed, on the 
average, to change hands three times before it reaches the consumer ; which is 
not too much, when the manufacturer, the broker, the wholesale dealer, the 
manipulator, and the retail dealer have each an interest in its a Ada from its 
production to its ultim=te consumption. Here, then, irrespective of foreign trade, 
we have a necessity for monetary arrangements amounting to 1,500,000,000/, 
Hitherto monetary operations have been conducted under various forms of cre- 
dit circulation, with some of which, those, for instance, of provincial bank issues, 
you have taken upon you to interfere, with a view to their restriction. You have 
determined to reduce the circulating medium to gold, a foreign and scarce 
commodity, You make the investments in the savings-banks and friendly 
sociciies, amounting to more than thirty millions —the annual revenue, fifty- 
seven millions —the national debt, sever hundred and seventy millions — and 
fifteen hundred millions, the annual sales of the kingdom, besides all private 
deb's, not to mention the transfers of fixed property — all convertible into gold. 

Now, taking a business view of this matter, it is natural to inquire how much 
of the precious metal thus established as an ultimate circulating medium there is 
in the kingdom at the present time, while polis adviser, Mr. Samuel Jones Loyd, 
and other bullionists, are looking with such delighted eyes at the accumulation 
in the cellars of the Bank of England. f 

You have fortunately, in your Scotch banking erposé, estimated the sum total 
of the gold now in the kingdom, and to what does it amount ? Why, to thirty- 
five millions. Thirty-five millions ! to represent — exclusive of the national 
debt, private debts, and transfers of property — fifteen hundred millions of 
annual transactions in produce ; or in figures, thus — 

35,000,000 = 1 500,000,000 
— the sum to be interchanged, in this moderate view of it, being four hundred 
and thirty times the sum into which it is convertible. Here is a specimen of 
your boasted convertibility —the conversion of the greater into the less with a 
vengeance. 

Truly, when to this is added a cchsideration of the requisite means for ‘trans. 
acting public and private debts and transfers of property, your currency project 
is like an attempt to maintain the cone on its apex rather than on its base. ‘I'he 
first breath of commercial or political panic will level the subject of such an ex- 
periment with the ground. The demands even of the savings banks, if made on 
the terms of the investment, would sween off in a short time not only the filteen 
or sixteen millions of gold in the bank coffers, but the total amount you calculate 
to have in the kingdom. 

Really, Sir Robert, if on your public exxmination in former days you had 
solved one of the problems propos-d to you in this manner, you wouid have 
failed to stand in Oxford in the distinguished position of a double first-clas- 
man, and the trouble here taken will be well repaid if you are at length convinced 
by the present reductio ad ab-urdum prepared for your consideration 

There is another view of the subject, however, to which it is necessary to 
advert. In the debate on Mr. Villiers’s recent Anti-Corn Law motion, Sir 
James Graham first, and then you, Sir Robert, declared yourselves adherents of 
the * sound principles,” as you termed them, exemplified in the free trade doc- 
trines of the triumvirate Cobden, Bright, and Vi:liers. You told the House 
that the repeal of the Corn Law was only a question of time. You boasted of 
the progress you had made in the cautious pursuit of those principles since your 
returnto power. Cautious, no doubt, with respect to your influence with those 
who placed you in power, and who have reposed in you a confidence which you 
have so grievously disappointed. But mind you, sir, the moment of your success 
is the moment of destruction of all those interests confided to your care. Free 
trade, accomplished with such a currency as you have forced on the kingdom 
under its public and private indebtedness, must lead to the disruption of society 
and the setting of the sun of Britain. 

The public debt of this country in 1819 was nearly eight hundred millions ; it 
now stands reduced about twenty-three millions, a reduction of less than a mil- 
lion per annum in the twenty-five years which have elapsed under your monetary 
system—scarcely three per cent. What prospect does this afford of any sensible 
reduction in the sum total? 

From the close of the war up to 1822, when your Bill came first into operation, 
there was an average annual reduction effected of about sixteen millions — a 
process which, if carried on according to the wisdom of the statesman who con- 
tracted that debt, and who had provided for its gradual reduction, would by this 
tims have extinguished no less than three hundred and fifty-two millions, or 
nearly one-half of the whole amount. But your currency policy has stopped this 
healthful process, so that the debt now stands reduced by 1 ss than three per 
cent. in the twenty-five years that have elapsed since 1819." This debt was con- 
tracted ar vertain ee rates, and in paper currency diminished because it should 
express existing taxation, You have rendered it convertible into solid gold at a 
fixed Mint price, that docs not express such proper diminution resulting from 
taxation. The pressure of the debt, therefore, is increased to the extent atlirmed 
at the commencement of this article. Wirth this load on the industry of the nation 
we are now called on, for the speculative attainment of an annual increase of 
some five or ten millions in our foreign trade, to enter into free competition with 
the world. This with a currency such as you have forced on the county |

ithout enumerating all the advantages, or particularising the means of gain, 
it must be evident that a saving of at least 50 per cent must be thrown in for the 
public benefit by the substitution of air for steam in locomotive and stationary 
engines. , 

he same alr engine may be worked at a small or a great power by means of 
the regulator. On a horizontal line the power is regulated toa mean effective 
pressure on the pistons equal to the duty of the engine ; on an inclined plane the 
power js instantly raised according to the gradient or to a maximum pressure ; 
and, on a decline, all power can be cut off, or a minimum pressure only used; 
s0 that an economisation of power, by instant increase or decrease, as circum- 
stances require, may be had in the same engine.

Ever dear to England should be the name and memory of the 
gallant naval hero Nelson, the anniversary of whose death and of the 
well-fought battle of Trafalgar occurred on Tuesday last. Forty 
years have elapsed since the memorable event — the last great blow 
that was struck against the com- 
bined fleets of France and 
Spain, and which hermetically 
sealed the ports of both those 
nations. Never was a prouder 
triumph achieved by our brave 
tars; never did the navy of 
England gain more honour. 
Of the starboard division (ships 
of the line) there are now 110 
Officers surviving, viz. Victory, 
18 ; Temeraire, 9; Neptune, 8; 
Leviathan, 5; Britannia, 12; 
Conqueror, 7; Africa, 7; Aga- 
memnon, 6; Ajax, 8; Orion, 
10; Minotaur, 8; Spartiate, 12. 
Of the larboard division, there 
survive 136:— Royal Sovereign, 
11; Belleisle, 12; Mars, 8; 
Tonnant, 8; Bellerophon, 11; 
Colossus, 9; Achille, 9; Dread- 
nought, 6; Polyphemus, 6; 
‘Revenge, 8; Swiftsure,8; De- 
fiance, 10; Thunderer, 7; De- 
fence, 10; Prince, 13 ;—making 
a total on both divisions of 246.

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THE SLAVERS. 


Notwithstanding the great 
vigilance of our cruisers upon 
the western coast of Africa, the 
Slave dealers are redoubling 
their energies and employing 
the fastest sailing vessels that 
can be procured to defeat the 
rigid blockade that has been 
instituted; and as long as the 
slave dealers can escape all penalties except the loss of vessel and 
cargo, so long will the slave trade be continued. The southern part 
of that “land of liberty,” the United States, still carries on thein- 
human traffic in defiance of their northern brethren, and no one has 
been found bold enough to press the matter in the senate. The pro- 
babilities are, however, that the time is not far distant when the 
negroes themselves will seize upon emancipation, to the great de- 
struction of human life, and do that justice to themselves which is 
now denied to them. The slave trade 1s still extensively encouraged, 
but we are happy to say that the activity of our ships of war has 
caused a check, We give, in our present publication, the sketch of a 
slave felucca taken on the coast by her Majesty's sloop Albatross, of 
16 guns, Commander Reginald Yorke. This Felucca was upwards 
of 200 tons burthen, with two masts, one carrying a yard 86 feet long. 
She was armed with one long 24-pounder ‘in a slide, and two 32- 
pounder carronades, with a crew of 86 men. There are several of 
this description engaged in the trade, and they not unfrequently turn 
pirates when opportunity offers. With respect to the slaves them- 
selves, Lander says: — 


The murder of a slave is not considered even in the light of a misdemeanour 
among them. Badagry being a general mart for the sale of Slaves to the Eu- 
ropeen merchants, it not unfrequently happens that the market is overstocked 
with human beings ; in which case their maintenance devolves on the govern- 
ment. Thieves and other offenders, together with the remnant of unpurchased 
slaves who are not drowned along with their companions in misfortune and 
misery, are reserved by them to be sacrificed to their gods ; which horrid cere- 
mony tukes place at least once a month. Prisoners taken in war are also immo- 
lated, to appease the manes of the soldiers of Adoilee slain in battle; and of all 
atrocities, the manner in which these wretches are slain is the most barbarous. 
Each criminal being conducted to the fetish tree, a flask of rum is given him to 
drink ; whilst he is in the act of swallowing it, a fellow steals imperceptibly be- 
hind him with a heavy club, inflicts a violent blow on the back of the head, and, 
as it often happens, dashes out his brains. The senseless being is then takea to 
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the fetish hut, and a calabash or gourd having been previously got ready, the 
head is severed from the trunk with an axe, and the smoking blood gurgles into 
it. While this is in hand, other wretches, furnished with knives, cut and 
mangle the body in order to extract the heart entire from the breast, which being 
done, although it be yet warm and quivering with blood, it is presented to the 
king first, and afterwards to his wives and generals, who always attend at the 
celebration of these sacrifices

which had once sparkled with living 
eyes; the awful stillness and solitude 
of the place, disturbed only at inter- 
vals by the frightful screamings of 
voracious vultures, as they flapped 
their sable wings almost in my face, 
—all tended to overpower me; my 
heart sickened within my bosom, a 
dimness came over my eyes, an in- 
expressible quivering agitated my 
whole frame, my legs refused to 
support me, and, turning my head 
I fell senseless into the arms of 
Jowdie my faithful slave. 


Such is the description given 
by Lander of what he himself 
witnessed, and we can corro- 
borate the statement by all that 
has come within our own know- 
ledge; in fact the horrors of 
slavery in Africa are of a cha- 
racter to make the heart sick to 
shuddering. Human life is 
seldom taken into consideration 
as being of any value, and mur- 
ders are perpetrated every hour. 
Since writing the foregoing we 
have received the following 
statement of another felucca 
that is now upon the coast: — 
“ The main-mast is stepped in 
the middle of the vessel, and 
the mast head plumbs the head- 
sheets. The eight is 62 feet ; 
the main yard, 144 feetin length; 
and the canvas on each sail, jib, 
1230 yards; foresail, 650 yards; 
mainsail, 2700 yards; mizen, 
1750 yards; making, together, 
6330 yards of canvas, These 
Vessels are never tacked, they 
always wear them, and their 
swiftness is really incredible, 
They are manned principally 
by Moors, but Spaniards, Por- 
tuguese, and the natives of other 
nations, are frequently found on 
board of them. Fifty-two 
English and French vesseis will 
shorily be engaged in the su 
pression of this horrible trade, 
revolting as it is to every prin- 
ciple of humanity, and carried 
on in defiance of the laws of 
God and man. We are well 
aware that great energy will be required for its suppression, but we 
cannot forbear entertaining fears that it will never be fully accom- 
plished till every one, from the highest to the lowest, who are con- 
victed of being engaged in it, shall suffer the extreme penalty of 
justice.

FOX HUNTING SEASON OF 1845-6. 


Of all the animal creation the fox is the most crafty: in real saga- 
city he neither comes up to the elephant nor the dog, though in all 
things connected with his mode of life he surpasses both, Hunted 
and destroyed by human. beings as utterly untameable, he seeks a 

lace of refuge for himself by 
wing under the ground, ge- 
nerally of a hard nature, and, if 
possible, protected by the roots of 
trees. The outlets from his kennel 
are very dexterously contrived, and 
he has the art to make his home 
comfortable to himself and to his 
offspring, for he is thoroughly do- 
mesticated. He generally fixes his 
habitation as near as p acticable to 
the borders of a wood, and at no 
at distance from a farm yard or 
village. ‘The locality of a rabbit 
warren is also an inducement to fix 
his place of residence, and the 
lovers of the chace frequently allow 
him to prey upon the rabbits. The 
hen-house is, however, his favourite 
“and the crowing of the cock 


dawn is the signal for him 
i ae to his acts of depredation. 
Here his cunning is eminently dis- 
played, and it is. really interesting 
cen ‘curious to see him creeping 
along to seize his victim, which he 
conveys to some secret retreat; and 
then another and another follow, 
and are deposited in different places 
of concealment, which he never 
forgets. His scent enables him to 
ascertain the position of the nets 
and birdlime of the bird catchers, 
and he pays them an early visit to 
carry off any thing that may be 
caught. His mode of finding out 
the position of rabbits’ nests is pecu- 
Jiar; he does not attempt to enter 
the holes which they have made, 
for that would be long and tedious, 
but he uses his powerful scent to 
trace their course above ground, 
and having found the supposed 
spot he tears up the ground till he 
arrives at it, and a booty made of 
the youn rewards his persever- 
ance. Old and young hares fall 
into his fangs, for he will watch 
for hours behind rocks at vat 
roac - 

ia EE niy AAE He will attack bee-hives and the nests of 
wasps, and though miserably stung will roll upon the ground and 
crush his adversaries, and then return to the assault till he has driven 
his winged enemies away, and then takes possession of the delicious 
food. All ground-nests, partridges, larks, &c. fall under his jaws; 
he will watch the otter bring his fish ashore, frighten him from his 
meal, and devour it himself. When very hungry, rats, field-mice, 
ents, lizards, and toads do not come amiss to him; and on the 
See boast he will consume crabs, shrimps, and any kind ot shell-fish 
Tk ein find, It is said that in Italy the fox does incredible mis- 
haie to the vineyards by feeding on the grapes. A writer on this 
bject says, “A certain person was surprised at seeing a fox near a 
Grants house laying a parcel of storks’ heads in a row: he 
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awaited the event; the fox hid himself behind them, and made a 


booty of the first unhappy ctow that came to pick a bit for himself.” 
His eye is remarkably beautiful and brilliant, and full of expression ; 
his fine bushy tail often serves him for amusement in chasing it 
round and round, and in cold weather he curls it over his nose to 
keep it warm. It is related that “near the Falls of the Clyde, on

the summit of an awful precipice, a spot is shown where a fox once 
exhibited extraordinary cunning. Being hard pressed by the dogs 
he seized in his teeth a fast hold of some pendulous stumps growing 
on the verge, threw himself across the brow of a precipice, and after 
remaining there till the scent was strong he recovered the ground 
and jumped into an adjoining thicket, ‘Three couples of the leading 
hounds in eagerness actually rushed over the bank, and were 
dashed to atoms. It is said that the fox escaped. i 

But we must not omit: to say a few words relative to fox-hounds, 
and no country in the world can boast of a finer breed than England 
for swiftness, strength, and agility ; and it is a curious fact, that 
when taken to other countries they degenerate and lose their ad- 
mirable qualities, 
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Somerville remarks : — 


In thee alone, fair land of liberty, 

Is bred the perfect hound, in scent and speed 
As yet unrivalled, while in oth-r climes 
Their virtue fails —a weak degenerate race. 


Mr. Beckford says “that hounds should go like the horses of the 
sun, all abreast ;” they should carry 
their heads erect; five and twenty 
couple are sufficient to take into 
the field; and it is a beautiful sight 
to see them in full cry. Many no- 
blemen have expensive kennels; 
the Duke of Richmond's at Good- 
wood cost 19,000/., and a pack of 
hounds will sometimes. cost 1000 
guineas. 

A most exhilarating recreation is 
that of fox hunting, and though 
not so much in vogue as in former 
times, yet the establishments con- 
tinue numerous; and at the proper 
season the cheerful horn and the 
rausical pack may be heard over 
hill and through dale, the fearless 
riders dashing on, each delighted to 
show his own courage and the 
mettle of his hunter, The exercise 

romotes health, and the meetings 

eep up that cordial spirit which 
animates our aristocracy. Here, 
however, we cannot forbear re- 
lating a veritable anecdote of a 
circumstance that took place some 
few years ago. Amongst the lovers 
of the chace was a master-sweep 
residing in Leicestershire; he saved 
money enough to buy a really good 
hunter, and when not engaged 
upon his’ avocations he embraced 
every opportunity to follow the 
hounds, sspectalty those belonging 
to the Duke of Rutland; he was a 
bold hardy rider, generally in at the 
death, and became a matter of joke 
to the neighbouring gentry. - Lord 
Manners offered himself as a can- 
didate for one of the divisions of 
Leicestershire, and the sweep, an 
avowed Liberal and a freeholder, 
was ape to by his party for a 
vote, e scratched his head, and 
looking at the canvassers answered, 
“Can’t indeed, gentlemen — can’t ; 
I hunts with the duke!” 

Melton used to be the head-quar- 
ters for hunting, where small for- 
tunes were expended in the enjoyment of the luxuries and elegancies 
of life; but most of those who once took the lead in the chace, and 
presided at the jovial board at the close, are gone to earth, and there 
are only the remembrances of them left. nd truly hearty fellows 
they were, though sometimes carrying their sprees beyond excess, 
We can remember the gentlemanly Sir Harry Goodricke, with the 
scar from a horse kick on his forehead, a good rider and keen sports- 
man. Rattling Jack Mytton, who on a clergyman telling him that 
he had never been overturned, immediately upset the gig in which they 
were riding; and many, many more the bright stars of the sporting 
world, gone out for ever.
